
storing visual setting data in memory; and 

allowing a plurality of applications to have access/lo said visual setting 

data, wherein said visual setting data is itfsed by said applications to 
determine a visual aspect of an item delayed via a display device 
coupled to said client device. 

40. (New) The method of claim 39, wherein said client device is a television set-top box 
and said display device is a television. 

41 . (New) The method of claim 39, wherein sa^I visual setting data is configured via 
user input. 

42. (New) The method of claim 39, wherein said visual setting data corresponds to a 
predefined visual scheme that is selected by a user. 

43. (New) The method of claim 42fi wherein said visual scheme may be modified by 
said user. 

44. (New) The method of clajfoi 39, wherein said memory is non-volatile memory. 

45. (New) The method o^blaim 39, wherein said visual setting data is configured by a 
system operator. 

46. (New) The method of claim 39, wherein said plurality of applications include a 
video-on-demand application.
